We do not class the President and his ad- 
vi H . rs with these last Thai they are in fivor 
of a uaioa of these States, and opposed to se- 
cession, is clear; but it is far from being so 
clear that they desire the Union as ii wa?.

Abtieicial Ice.— A great degree of ccld is 
produced by a mixture of saltpeter and Glau- 
ber salts, and there are now manufactured in 
England and exported to India, Jfe, hi large 
quantities, chemical mixtures known as freez 
ing powder, by means of which five pounds 
of rough ice can be produced in fifteen min- 
utes, at a cost of about 41 per pound. This 
powder, introduced into a little machine, in- 
vented by the same person, may be used upon 
the table to ice wine or water with the great 
est celerity. A bottle of champagne may be 
iced in ten minutes for 3d. So great is the 
intensity of cold produced, that the sparkling 
contents of the bottle may be actually trans- 
formed into a spongy mass. 

jy Artificial parchment is made by dip- 
ping thick paper in dilute sulphuric acid. 
This process increases the strength of the 
paper, makes it translucent, aud gives it the 
exact appearance of parchment, which it has 
in a great measure replaced, from its superior 
cheapness. According to Professor Calvert, 
of Manchester, England, the same process ap- 
plied to cotton cloth very much increases its 
thickness and strength. The cotton thus 
prepared is technically known as "blanket."

[From the Montreal Transcript, August tt>] 
Will England stand by us? Such is the 
heading ot a letter addressed to our contempo 
rary, the Gazette, and copied elsewhere, by 
Mr. McG e. The honorable geatleman seems 
all of a sudden to have assumed the armor of 
a patriot, and comes out hot and heavy in fa- 
vor ol English connection and British alliance. 
We are very glad of this, though such suddeu 
conversions, and such prominent declarations 
of them makes one deubt their sinc-rity, and 
ask if there be not an object in view? Mr. 
McGee is anxious to know if England will 
stand by ue? Gen. Lindsay says she will; 
and we presume he is pretty good authority— 
as good, at any rate, as Mr. McGee. The 
General, in presenting the mnsical instru- 
me; ts to the volunteer artillery, said Englai.d 
would stand by and defend her colonies 
to the very last, and, above all, the would 
stand by Canada, which she regarded as one 
of the most important of her dependencies. 
It is true, the General addel, that England 
expected Canada would exert herselt as far 
as she could in her own defense, but he saw 
in the port on or the volunteer force before 
hun, the nucleus of that exertion. The Gazette 
—Mr. McGee's organ, we now assume— anx- 
ious as it is to press this matter of Colonial 
defense to the utmost ex reme, only asks that 
between forty and forty-five thousand well 
drilled men should be always embodied, armed 
aud uniformed at the puolic expanse.

"The movement on Pennsylvania by G e r. 
Lee, and the fall of Vicksburg aod Port Hud- 
son have bushed all clamors for peace ia the 
North, and have basded the pcopie there aa 
one man for the presecutiou of th war. We 
have ntiJiag o h p- fir from foreign nations, 
and just as our cause is, we see no indications 
that Providence is r> r. to interpose in 
our behalf. The war, then, will go on. 
One side or the other must conquer. 
Will five millions of whit-. coLqaer 
twen'y millions of tbe same race? Will 
thi y conquer a peace on tbe very sod of these 
twenty mi'liotjs? Not in any event, it these 
twenty millions possess ordinary manhood 
and will light. Tbey (ought at Sharpsburg 
and Gettysburg, and they worsted us at tho 
latter piace. Northern iroops are not cow- 
ards — they fight nearly as well as Southern 
troops. We cannot achieve signal victories, 
over them on their own soil. What then'' If 
the word is destined to overtake us, would it 
not be wise and prudent to take less than tha 
worst, r rovided we could do so compatibly 
witb honor ? 

"The Richmond Enquirer recently declaree! 
that there were but two roads before the 
South — . ne to invade the North and conquer 
a peace, and the other to restore or reconstruct 
the old Government. That paper was either 
indulging vain speculations as to the futme, 
or it will be prepared to abandon tbe contest 
if Ger. Lee should tail in bis effort to conquer 
a peace by invaoirg the North. Toabatdou 
tbe contest or attempt lo subdue the presence 
of Northern armies on our so 1, acd to resist 
them only by euerriila warfare, is moat proba- 
bly to be cotqu-red. Ii dors not fallow last 
a nation is t en conqtiere I because all i s tro. pa, 
or a coosilerxble p rtion of tbem, are not 
whipped or c iplured. Whipped we never 
have been, and never will be; bat we may be 
overcome by mere physical force. Such waa 
the fate of Poland, tluagary, and Ireland. It 
is no disgrace to a people io be overpowered 
by mere brute force, if they resist manfully 
and desperately. No troops since civilization 
commenced have fought with more courage, 
or constancy, cr aruor than the Southern 
troops. Tbeir fuiure and the future of the 
country for which they are contending can 
never be In any event otherwise tban respect- 
able and honorable amorgnattt Mft We grope 
io tbe dark, looking for me dea gns ami en- 
deavor to interpret the working, oi Provid mce 
in tbe afiYirs oi nation-, ihe birth of a nation 
on this ilanelis a great event.

"I: is time to consult reason aod common 
sense, and to discard passion. Tbat peace 
cannot be obtiined by lighting merely is now 
apparent to alL In ihe language of a highly 
intelligent friend who wriie» us from a county 
bordering on the South Carolina line, 'the 
pcoole are tired of this awful war. It must 
end' at some lime, aud there must be a surt- 
iLg point to an end. Let our next Congres- 
sional elections turn ou the pr< -positions, that 
Congress shall appoint commissioners to met „ 
others on the part of Lincoln to make an 
honest effort lo stay the effusion of blood, by 
by an honorable adjustment. Let what these 
commissioners may do be submitted to the 
people. If they approve it peace will be the 
result; if they reject u the war will be re- 
newed and continued indetiaitelv' If an 
honorable peace w .re tendered bv the Souih 
and rejected by tbe North, despeiatioo would 
then nerve every Southern arm acd our peo- 
ple would share a common !ate and fill a 
common grave. But this awful result, it seema 
to us, may be averted. It may do much good 
and can do no harm to talk— to negotiate or 
pave the way to negotiating while we tight. 

"We spoke jusfnow of the worst befalling; 
our people as the result of this war. What ia 
the worst? It would be tbe condition of pro- 
vincial depeodence oo the FederalGovernmeat, 
e.;cu State being ruled by a military governor, 
as Tennessee is, aud tbe emancipation of oar 
slave, in our midst. That would be the worst. 
If the war continues is it not likely tbat thii 
will happen? Judging the luture t>y the ; a.-. 
( ind we have uo oUur means of judging), we 
lear it will. What then? Mu*t we rush ou 
our doom? Must the sword sdll wave and ihej 
strong arm of physical toice still exert itself, 
and no tlijrl be made by mental and mor»l 
means to close the wai? Wny, North Ameri- 
can savagta sometimes bury the tomahawk 
and meet together to smoke the pipe of peace. 
Are we of the North and South— Christians aa 
we profess to be— more savage than the sav- 
a^ea ? 

"These are sal truths, but we feel it to be 
our dutv to lay ihem belore our readers. We 
do not censure others for entertaining their 
own opinions, and we have a right to expresa 
ours without censure lrom friend or foe.

A Load or Two* Raise©.— One of the great- 
att feats ever accomplished on the Western 
waters bes just been performed by Cjpt. Perry 
If cNs^ly, of Petersburg, Ky. Some time since 
the Captain came to our city with his bell- 
boat for the purpose of raising a load of pig 
iron tnat was sunk at the foot of Preston 
street some time in February lasL The boat 
sunk contained one hundred and seventy-five 
tuna of Iron, and was sunk in over twenty 
foot water. Owing to the time that it was 
sunk, a portion of the iron was buried in fully 
four feet of mud. The Captain, with bis 
usual industry, set to work, and, with the as- 
sistance of bis two divers, Capt. Fisher and 
Napoleon MeXeely, succeeded in raising every 
pig of it This is one of the best jobs of work 
ever done on this or any other river, and stamps 
Capt. McN'eely as one of the best wreikers In 
the country. The Captain is at present en- 
gaged in raisirg another load of iron sunk 
near the tow-head. 

Highway Robberies in Missocri.— We 
learn from the St. Louis Democrat that the 
Wednesday night stage from Lebacnon was 
attacked at 11 o'clock, p. m , two miles above 
the "California House," by a party cf fix 
guerrillas, whom the stage escort, consisting 
of four mounted men, repulsed, wounding 
one of the robbers. The scoundrels bad kit 
died a fire at the left of the road, and then re- 
tired to the right, to wait till the stage party 
arrived between themselves and the light of 
the fire. As the advance man cf the escort 
came opposite, the vlllians blazed away at 
him, harming no one, but instantly received a 
return fire that put them to llgbt. Among 
the passengers were Capt. Smith, of the Firet 
ArkaBBis inlautry, a Lieuteuant, a Surgeon, 
and a telegraph repairer. Four miles further 
on the telegraph wire* were found cut and 
tied in knots. 

On the same night the stage from Rolla for 
Springfield was attacked four miles from Rol- 
la, and completely sacked and robbed. The 
mall, the passeugers' baggage, money, and 
even the horses, were taken— on'y the wagon 
and the stripped victims were left— the latter 
to make the best of their way back to Rolla.

Wasuington, August IS. 
A dispatcb receiveni tbi> momin? by tbe 
Government dated 17tb, from a distinguished 
military officer in Tennessee, statin}: that the 
t'l.nuanooca Hebel of the 14'.h aouounred the 
bombardmeot of Charleston begnn on the 
loth, and the Arise from GUmore's land bat- 
teries and from the Monitors was chit fly 
against Fort Sumpter. The combined land 
and i aval forces of the Federals seemed to be 
encaged. 

Ihlormation published in tbe Rebel was re- 
ceivi d at Chattanooga which was telegraphed 
Charleston, and the tight was going on when 
the paper went to press on Sunday. 

The officer who communicates to the Gov- 
ernment the contents of the Rebel says the 
editor, instead of making any boasts about the 
results or manifesting the least jubilant feel- 
ing over tbe situation of affairs at Charleston, 
exhibits a most positive evidence of gloom. 

Tbe rebel states that tbe Ironside* and all 
the monitors were not only in the action, but 
tbe whole fleet and a large number of trans- 
ports were inside of the bar daring the en- 
gagement. 

New York, Angust 1& 
Gen. Canby has issued an important circu- 
lar, definini; the duties of United 8tates 
troops in this city and harbor. He says their 
duties are limited to the defense of the forts 
and the protection of public property, and of 
the officers of the rreneral government in the 
p :rft>rmarce of their legal duty; and the duty 
of maintaining order and protecting property 
and rights ot private individual* devolves 
upon tbe municipal and State authorities, but 
troops of the United States will be held in 
rcadiiH-63 to render any assistance that may be 
t illed for by tbe proper authorities, or be 
rtndered necessary by the inabUity of tbe 
civil authorities to accomplish these ends. 

If officers of tbe General Gove 'nment, by 
comity of the State and municijsal govern- 
ments, in the performance of tbei • legitimate 
tune-lions, are assailed by lawless violence, 
it will be the duty of the troops to protect, 
if they are charged ailh the protection ot 
public property, public building), or other 
valuable interests, it will be their duty to de* 
feud them to the last extremity. If called 
upon by the civil authorities to aid in the 
umiuU nance of order or tbe enforcement of 
the laws, the aid will be rendered promptly, 
cheerfully, and efficiently. 

The irjo; s that have been brought to the 
city, and who may be called upon to aid in 
tbe mainta<nance of order and enforcement 
of tbe laws, must themselves set the example 
of orderly and soldierly conduct. The atten 
tion of all offieeis and 
rected to this point. 

PROCLAMATION. 

Executive Chamber, Augnst 18, 18C3 
I have received information that the draft 
Is about to be made in the cities of New York 
and Brooklyn, and I understand that there is 
dinger ot disorderly and riotous attacks upon 
those who are engaged in executing ihe law 
ot Contrress. I cannot b-licve that any con- 
siderable number of citizens are disposed to 
rene w the stamrful and ead scenes of thepist 
month, in which the loss o* so many, as well 
ol the innocent as the guilty, wire destroyei. 
Our courts are consigning to severe punish- 
ment many of those who were aciive in de 
etroyingthe lives aud property of their fel- 
low-citizens. Thise events shou'd teach 
h m ibat all evils, rial or Imaginary, 
cancot be c irrected by nulawful violence. 
Ihe liberties of our country and 
the righis of oar citizens can ocly 
be preserved by a jus*, regard tor legal obliga- 
tors and an a< q'tesence in the decisions ot" 
judicial fibunaR WUk I believe it would 
have btien a wUe t«nd numaae policy to have 
procLred a jud'n iU decision with retard to ti e 
COtMtlrntloil ty ol the cons^ripiion ac, at an 
early day, by a summary proctss, yet the fail 
to do this iu no decree justifies any vio- 
lent opposition o an act of Congress. Until it 
is set aside bv the judiciul tribunals it must 
b • obeyed, like any ctter act of the State or 
uation.il legislative anuigonbtlc doctrine bit 
ttennny rightfully resist laws opposed to 
tht-ir own ideas of right or duly, has not on 
iy led to great disorder and violence, but is 
oue of the chief causes of the disastrous civil 
w.r which has w ittid the bio d and treasure 
of our pieoplc. D^regard for the satredness 
of tbe Constitution, tor the maje ty of 
laws and for tbe decisions of the jnd.- 
ciaty is at this lime the greatest dan- 
ger which threatens American liberty, 
this tfirh of disl yaity mast be put down, it 
is i cnMsteut wiin social order and social lo- 
cality, deslruciive to the sateiy of persons 
a d property and subversive to the liberty of 
tbe ciiizeu and the freedom of the nation. 
Thoee who fear that tfatre are desigus in any 
quarttr to overthrow the rigtits of cit ; zms or 
obstruct the accustom> d administration ot 
our laws, or to usurp any power iu vinlition 
of constitu ional restraint*, should bear in 
m.nd that all acts of violence, all pubbc d s- 
orders, have the way for these very usurj a- 
louscnJ hit tluy will be regarded wi h sat s- 
f iction by those who, !or any cause, may wish 
to destioy e liber the power or rights of our 
national or Sir- laws. Toe Coostitution aud 
statutes of the S'.ate and nation contain 
ample remedies for all w tongs which may be 
committed either by rulers or citizens; and 
these who wish to preserve lha'r rights, or to 
punish offenders, whether in public or pri 
vtte life, should .hemselves carefully p-rform 
their duty, abstain from all illegal acts, geo- 
erously suppott the Government, and then 
calmly and ie oluiely claim their rights. I 
again repeat the warning which I g.ve to 
you during the riotous proceedings ot 
the pest month, tbat the only opposi'ion 
to tbe conscription th.u can be allowed 
s an appeal to tne ccurtf . I hereby adm n sb 
all judicial and executive i fficirs, whose an y 
It is to enforce the law and piese ve pubbc 
order; that they tale vigorou* and enectivs 
•ueasures to pat down auy riotous or unlaw- 
ful as-emblaget; and if tbey fin 1 their power 
insufficient tor mat purpose, to call opoa the 
mil tiry In lbs manter pointed out by the 
statutes of the State. If these measures 
should prove insufficient, I shall then exert 
the full power of the Slate, in order that the 
public otdcr may be preserved, and the per- 
sons and property ot the citizens be fully pro
